To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committees 
Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/73?  dated  January,  1973*  Included  is  the 
report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

STATISTICS 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  a  total  of  493  persons 
moved  into  the  Area  during  1972,  bringing  the  population  to  15*430  persons. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  dropped  to  11.4  per  thousand  population  which 
is  well  below  the  National  Rate  of  14,8.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  increased 
to  11,2  per  thousand  population  but  is  still  less  than  the  National  Rate  of 
12,1.  There  were  six  infant  deaths,  four  of  which  were  due  to  congenital 
defects , 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


Only  21  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  Measles  (15)*  Scarlet 
Fever  (3)  and  Infective  Jaundice  (3). 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


By  and  large  this  has  remained  good  and  progress  has  been  made  over  a 
number  of  sewage  treatment  schemes.  The  work  of  the  Public.  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  has  at  times  been  hectic  partly  due  to  the  large  number  of  improvement 
grant  schemes  that  have  arisen  and  which  take  up  a  good  deal  of  the  Inspector's 
time. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their  support  during  the  year  and 
also  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  co-operation.

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  World  Health  Regulations ,  103 
Certificates  of  Smallpox  or  Cholera  vaccinations  in  respect  of  persons  travelling 
abroad  were  authenticated  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 

INFECTIONS  COMMON  TO  FARM  ANIMALS  AND  MAN. 

Amongst  the  four  Rural  Districts  of  South  West  Devon  (Kingsbridge,  Plympton, 
Tavistock  and  Totnes) ,  a  total  of  31  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  infection  and 
5  outbreaks  of  Brucellosis  were  reported  during  1972.  This  is  an  improve¬ 
ment  over  the  19  71  figures  (Salmonella  49 9  Brucellosis  6), 
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Infections  Common  to  Farm  Animals  and  Man  Continued.

Thirty  of  the  Salmonella  outbreaks  were  due  to  Salmonella  dublin  and  one 
was  due  to  Salmonella  typhimurium.  In  these  outbreaks  1 6  animals  died* 
One  of  the  cows  in  a  Brucellosis  outbreak  was  slaughtered.  Milk  at  all 
the  farms  was  already  sent  for  pasteurisation  and  no  human  cases  of  ill¬ 
ness  were  discovered.

2.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

In  February,  one  of  the  Refuse  Collection  vehicles,  a  Karrier  Side  Loader 
was  stationary  in  Dittisham,  when  without  warning,  the  cab  burst  into  flame 
(due  to  an  electrical  fault).  After  the  Insurer's  assessment,  the  vehicle 
was  written  off,  and  a  reasonable  price  obtained  for  the  vehicle  as  scrap, 

A  second-hand  Shelvoke  &  Drewiy  Pakamatic  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  was 
purchased  and  has  turned  out  to  be  most  successful  in  dealing  with  the 
inaccessible  properties  in  the  District.

Owing  to  new  regulations,  the  spare  vehicle,  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry,  purchased 
in  I960,  was  no  longer  roadworthy  and  the  vehicle  was  offered  for  sale  as 
scrap  and  an  offer  was  accepted.

4®  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949® 

Rodent  Control  is  still  carried  out  by  Rentokil  who  treat  quarterly  the  Sewage 
Works  and  Refuse  Tips  (now  reduced  to  two).  Domestic  premises  are  inspected 
and  treated  immediately  upon  complaint.  No  heavy  infestations  of  rats  or  mice 
were  reported  or  found. 

During  the  year,  109  private  dwellings  were  treated  by  Rentokil  against  rats 
and  mice  arising  from  notifications  of  infestation. 

8  notified  Wasps  Nests,  2  Hornets  Nests  and  3  Bees  Nests  were  also  treated 
by  Rentokil.
